Marking his place on history’s pages 


Sroup’s marker 
vill honor name 
of an early settler

For more than 300 years, an 
lir of adventure and bold leader- 
jhip has prevailed in the 
3audreau-Graveline family, 
whose members led the way 
‘trom France to Canada and later 
to the United States. 

This same brave spirit 
prompted’ one of this family. 
Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit 
Graveline, the third child of Ur- 
bain Baudreau dit Graveline and 
Mathurine Julliet of Montreal, 
Canada, to sail with Pierre Le- 
Moyne Sieur d'Iberville on his 
second voyage to the Louisiana 
Colony in October 1699. 

Known as the first U.S. cattle 
rancher, Jean Baptiste became 
a pioneer landowner ‘in the 
Martin Bluff area of Jackson 
County. His descendants later 
settled what is now Gautier and 
then spread along the Coast. 

At noon on Saturday, descen- 
dants of Jean Baptiste will dedi- 
cate a historical marker to pre- 
serve their ancestor's place in 
Coast history.

Joining the honoree's descen- 
lants will be about 60 of their 
‘cousins,’’ those descended 
rom Jean Baptiste’s seven 
yrothers and sisters. The cousins 
vill be coming from all over the 
Jnited States and Canada. 

The event will highlight the 
‘ourth biennial convention of the 
Jrbain B. Graveline Geneal- 
»gical Association. 

‘Mrs. Mary Louise Gollotte 
Adkinson of Biloxi, head of the 
jocal Graveline Association 
chapter, says having the conven- 
tion on the Coast will further 
strengthen the bond that has 
formed between the Canadien 
and U.S. branches of the fami- 
lies. : 


Jean Baptiste's father, Urbain 
Baudreau dit Graveline, ori- 
ginally from Clermont, France, 
was a founder of Montreal in 
1652. Through the centuries, the 
offspring of this family have also 
distinguished themselvess. Oth- 
er sons of Urbain's helped found 
of St. Louis, Mo., and Detroit, 
Mich. A grandson of Urbain's 
was an interpreter with the Lew- 
is and Clark expedition. A well- 
known Graveline cousin is 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, 
a descendant through Urbain's 
and Mathurine's daughter Eliz- 
abeth.: : .

B. Graveline Association 
achieved a milestone in marking 
the family’s place in history 
when, in 1981, it saw a new park 
in Montreal named Urbain 
Graveline. 

:Four years ago .Adkinson 
learned about the association 
from another Graveline descen- 
dant, author and historian Jay 
Higginbotham of Mobile. 

Adkinson is now a director of 
the international organization, 
and with other descendants, she 
has formed a Coast Chapter of 
the Graveline Association. With 
Mrs. . Betty. Rodgers of 
Pascagoula, local secretary- 
treasurer, and others, Adkinson 
has spearheaded the raising of 
more than $800 that is needed for 
the historical marker. .

The group is small, but active, 
and the financial goal has almost 
been reached, she said. ‘‘In- 
terest among descendants from 
far away is increasing,'' she 
said, “‘people who were born 
here, but moved away. They are 
proud that they come from him 
(Jean Baptiste), a first settler of 
Gautier — Martin Bluff." 

Mrs. Adkinson, who is an avid 
genealogist, has searched 
through both her parents’ fami- 
lies and traced nine lines back 
to Jean Baptiste. 

The family’s last name was 
Baudreau and the term ‘dit 

\ Graveline’’ meant a place in 
\France where the family ori- 
ginated. ©

_Baudreau dit Graveline have 


dropped the Buudreau name ani 
simply go by Graveline, or Grav- 
elin. 

Jean Baptiste is known to have 
had only two children, a son ani 
a daughter. The name 
Baudreau-Graveline died in his 
liné in the mid-1800s when the 
remaining Baudreau male did 
not marry. 

Families that descend from 
this early Martin Bluff settler 
are: Grelot, Gollotte, Bouzage, 
Bosarge and Fountain; the Jack- 
son County Lewis, Clark, Tib!

Born in Montreal, Jean Bay 
tiste was one of 60 Canadian 
who accompanied d'Iberville o 
the ship La Renommee to the nev 
French settlement at For 
Maurepas, arriving on Jan. ¢ 
1700. He also is known to hav 
lived on Dauphin Island.

| __A letter written by Governor 

Vaudreuil in 1748 says Jean Bap- 
tiste also made voyages “to 
Vera Cruz and Havana in order 
to open commerce there and to 
have transported to his country 
the first purebred horned live- 
stock seen here..." 

In approximately 1718, Jean 
Baptiste began to raise his own 
herd of imported cattle at his 
Martin Bluff homesite. He was 
aided by Indians and Negro 
slaves. 

But he was not always content 
with the quiet life. 

In his letter, Vaudreuil also 
reflected that Jean Baptiste, 
while living a rather ‘‘opulent" 
life, was the type of person who 
was always ready to help his 
fellow man. 

In his later years, before he 
went blind in the 1750s, Jean 
Baptiste was one of the oldest 
* captains in the local militia. 


Jean Baptiste married twice. 
His first wife was a Protestant 
girl named Suzanne, whom he 
married at LaRochelle, France, 
on one of his several trips to the 
country of his forebears. She 
died in October of 1713 while they 
were living on Dauphin Island. 
His second marriage, also short- 
lived, was in the 1740s to Martha 
LaVergne, who died about 1747. 

Family research has proven 
that the mother of the two known 
children of Jean Baptist 
Baudreau dit Graveline was an 
Indian woman, who remains 
nameless. No one has been able 
to prove the birth dates for 
either child: the daughter, 
Magdaleine, who married 
Pierre Paquet; and Jean Bap- 
tiste IJ, who married Marie 
Catherine Vinconnau. The son, 
who lived near Graveline Bayou 
in Gautier, was a disappoint- 
ment to his father and was dis- 
inherited in his father's will of 
1750. Before his father's death, 
in about 1762, Jean Baptist II 
was executed by being broken on 
the wheel, as an insurrectionist 
against the colonial governor. 

The descendants of 
Magdaleine married into the 
Gargaret, Ladnier, Fayard, Bos- 
arge and other early families. 
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The name of Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau was carried down sev- 
eral more generations through 
Jean Baptiste II's children. A 
daughter of Jean Baptiste Ill, j 
Margaret Baudreau, married | 
Edwin Lewis of Jackson County. 
Margaret Baudreau Lewis and | 
her brother, Jean Baptiste IV | 
are both buried in the Lewis 
Cemetery near Oldfields, the old 
Lewis homestead in Gautier. 

Before the marker dedication, 
the descendants will tour Old- 
fields through the courtesy of 
present owner Bob Peacoc, 

Following the noon dedication, 
a Dutch treat luncheon will be 
held at the Tiki Restaurant in 
Gautier. During the luncheon 
Higginbotham will be honored 
for his historical research by 
society president Robert Gravel- 
ine of Palmer, Mass. 

Mrs. Adkinson said no ad- 
vance reservations have to be 
made for the luncheon, and the 
public is invited to join the Grav- 
eline descendants.

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birth. Surely, tragedy and pain will often, if not always, bring people 
together. Aunt Rose lost her child very shortly after delivery, and our 
grandmother had been there to console her in her loss. But Soufrina too 
knew that she was dying of cancer, and made Rose promise to take care of 
her new daughter, Anne, in. the event of the inevitable. Thus, they be- 
came close friends. 


For several months afterwards, Rose and her sister visited our grand- 
mother at her hare in Johnston, until her untimely death the following 
summer. A month later, in August of 1930, Anne Marie was sent to live 
with the Gaudet's, who legally adopted her a month after the copy of this 
letter was sent to Barthélémi Martineau, our grandfather. This adoption, 
as well as a legal name change from Martineau to Gaudet, occurred on 
the 23rd of February 1943°, the latter name being that under which she 
married in 1949. Needless to say, her family visited her often during 
her earlier years, and then, the frequency of their visits decreased, 
as each of them married and began to raise families of their own. 


Certainly, this discovery opened a brand new door regarding my 
subsequent genealogical research. Little did I realize also that both 
the Gaudet's and the Beliveau's, as well as my father's family, the 


_— Boudreau 's, were all distant cousins, springing from the first families 


who settled in Acadia. The Pages which follow contain a direct genealogy 
of the Beliveau family, that is, our particular branch of it, and a doc- 
umented history of their journey from Port-Royal in Acadia to Providence, 
Rhode Island, a journey of ten generations and nearly 340 years long. 


Family Origins 


Charles d'Aulnay, the adventurous and enterprising campanion of 
Isaac de Razilly, founder of the colony of Acadia, made many trips back 
to his seigneurial estates in France, where he recruited many new col- 
onists to come and settle on the banks of the Baie Francaise, known to 
us today as the Bay of Fundy. Among these recruits were some of our 
common ancestors: Antoine Bourg, Abraham Dugast, Michel Depeux dit Dupuis, 
Jean Godet, René Landry, and others. To this list we add a man named 
Antoine Belliveau, born in France towards 1616, who married there towards 
1643 to a Marie-Andrée Guion, both of whose parents remain unknown. 
Historian and researcher, Geneviéve Massignon, in her work LES PARLERS 
FRANCAIS d'ACADIE, gave their village of origin as La Chaussée in the 
Vienne department of France. However, this theory has been thoroughly 
researched and disproven as of late3.

As reported in the ACADIAN GENEALOGY EXCHANGE (Covington, KY), October 
1979, p.113, this theory of Geneviéve Massignon regarding Martaizé and 
La Chaussée as the Places of origin for many Acadian ancestors has been 


thoroughly disproven by genealogists, Dr. Ernest Massé and Mr. J-Roland 
Auger. 
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Antoine Belliveau and his wife, Marie-Andrée Guion, left France and 
arrived in Acadia towards 1645, where they settled in the establishment 
of Port-Royal‘. It was here that they were to become the ancestors of 
all the Belliveau families in North America, whose surname variations 
presently include: Belliveau, Béliveau, and Bellivaux. Many of their 
descendants can still be found settled in their native Acadia, in the 
Baie Ste-Marie and Yarmouth County areas of Nova Scotia; and in the 
Memrameook and Shediac areas of New Brunswick®. Other descendants, 
exiled from Acadia by the "Grand Dérangement"’, have been found settled 
along the St. Lawrence River valley in the Nicolet and Trois-Rivieres 
area, especially at St-Grégoire, Bécancour, and at Yamachiche. Others 
settled farther downstream in the Montréal area near 1'Assomption at 
St-Jacques-de-1'Achigan, and in the various townships of Montcalm, 
Joliette and Berthier Counties. 


Antoine and Marie-Andrée had at least two children’ born to them, 
who include: 


1. Jean-Antoine, (our ancestor), born in 1652-Port-Royal; 
married twice to (1) Marie-Jeanne BOURG; (2) Cecile 
MELANSON. He was their only son. 


2. Madeleine, born in 1654-Port-Royal; mg. towards 1673- 
Port-Royal to Germain BOURGEOIS, son of Jacques & Jeanne 
Trahan. She died prior to 1682, the year in which her 
husband remarried to Madeleine DUGAS, daughter of 
Abraham & Marguerite-Louise Doucet. 


Antoine Belliveau and his wife appeared in the 1671 Census of Port-Royal8, 
taken on the 8th of November of that year by Sieur Randin, in which 
Antoine's occupation was listed as a ploughman. Their ages were given

Bona Arsenault adds an older sister, Marie, born cl645, and supposedly 
married to Guyon Chiasson, ancestor of the Chiasson/Giasson families. 
Six years prior to her supposed marriage, she does not appear in the 
1671 Census of Port-Royal. Famed genealogist, Pere Archange Godbout, 
did not believe that this marriage existed. Rather, he stated that 
the relationship between the Belliveau's and the Chiasson's is through 
Andree Guion and the Bernard family. She first married Andre Bernard; 
their daughter, Jeanne Bernard, definitely married Guyon Chiasson. 
Andree Guion then married Antoine Belliveau, which probably accounts 
for her being older than him in the 1671 Census, and which would have 
made the children of both marriages half-brothers and half-sisters. 
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as 50 and 56 respectively, she being older than her husband. Pére 
Archange Godbout, the renowned Canadian genealogist, believed that Marie- 
Andrée had married previously in France, and that Antoine was her second 
pusband, which accounts for why she was a few years older than him. 


Also, this first census of the area mentions that they had only two 
children: Jean(-Antoine), 19; and Madeleine, 17; and that they owned 
eleven cattle and eight sheep, as well as a small parcel of cultivated 
jand. Seven years later, at the time of a second census, strangely 
enough, they are not mentioned. Had they moved away or had they been 
simply overlooked? Yet, they reappeared again in a third census taken 
in 1686, when both of the parents were said to be in their seventies, 
and their son, Jean-Antoine, now married, had children of his own. By 
the 1714 Census, both and Antoine and Marie-Andrée were deceased. 


The second generation of this family descends through their first 
and only son, Jean-Antoine Belliveau, who married first in 1671 at Port- 
Royal to Marie-Jeanne Bourg, the daughter of Antoine and Antoinette 
iaery. Shé-was born in Port-Royal-in 1653. In the 1686 Census, they 

recorded as having three sons, one daughter, 16 cattle and 12 sheep. 
Of this first marriage were born the following five children? : 


1. Jean dit Le Jeune, (our ancestor), born in 1672-Port- 
Royal; married to Madeleine MELANSON. 
) 


2. Marguerite, born in 1674-Port-Royal; she must have died 
as a child, as ‘only one daughter appears in the census. 


3. Madeleine, born in 1676-Port-Royal; mg. towards 1692- 
Port-Royal to Frangois BOUDROT, son of Michel & Michelle 
Aucoin, born also at Port-Royal in 1666. 


4. Charles, born in 1678-Port-Royal; mg. towards 1699-Port- 
Royal to Marie MELANSON, daughter of Charles & Marie 
Dugas, also born at Port-Royal in 1679. 


5. Antoine, born in 1679-Port-Royal; mg. towards 1702-Port- 
Royal to Marie TERRIOT, daughter of Claude & Marie 
Gauterot, born at Port-Royal in 1679. Antoine died at 
Port-Royal on 1 September 1740. 


Gaudet, NOTES, p.5. (Also, on this page, he lists a daughter Madeleine 
married to Guyon Chiasson, and another sister, Marguerite, married to a 
Germain Bourgeois, which is obviously wrong and contradicts the infor- 
mation gathered in the census reports. 


This list of children is as in Arsenault's HISTOIRE ET GENEALOGIE; how- 
ever, Placide Gaudet lists the first two children of this family in his 
NOTES, p.22 as Jeanne, 1672; and Jean-Charles, 1674 (known as Jean 
Belliveau, Le Jeune). 
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After the death of his first wife, Jean-Antoine remarried towards 
4699 at Port-Royal! to Cécile Melanson, born at Port-Royal in 1670, 
the daughter of Charles and Marie Dugas. Cécile had previously been 
married to Abraham Boudrot, the older brother of the aforementioned 
Francois. As her former brother-in-law, he was now her son-in-law 
as well. Judith Belliveau, a daughter of her second marriage to 
Jean-Antoine, was also to be married to still another Bo drot, Claude, 
a nephew to the two brothers by their other brother, Michel Boudrot . 
The two children born of Jean-Antoine's second marriage to Cécile 
were: 


6. Judith, born 21/12/1704-Port-Royal; mg. towards 1726- 
_ Beaubassin to Claude BOUDROT, son of Michel and 
Madeleine Cormier, and born in 1702-Beaubassin. She 
died 10/12/1774—-Miquelon, just twelve days prior to 
her seventieth birthday. 


7. Louis, born 4/5/1708-Port-Royal; mg. 20/6/1735-Port-

Placide Gaudet, in his NOTES ON ACADIAN GenEaLocy!!, tells us 
that the children of Jean-Antoine's first marriage remained at Port- 
Royal, while he, his second wife and the two younger children removed 
themselves in 1715 to Port-Toulouse on the Bay of Canso. Towards 
1726, they moved again to Beaubassin, where Judith married, and from 
there in 1728, they crossed over to Ile St-Jean (today's Prince 
Edward Island), where they settled at Tracadie. Jean-Antoine died 
there, mentions Gaudet, "at a very advanced age'’. His younger son 
and daughter also lived there with their families, as we learn from 
the 1752 Census of the Sieur de La Roquel2. Sane years later, both 
families were found among the exiles refuged at Miquelon, where they 
appeared in the Census of May 1767, and where Judith died, seven 
years afterwards! 


The ancestor of the next generation, Jean Belliveau dit Le Jeune, 
oldest son of Jean-Antoine's first marriage to Marie-Jeanne Bourg, was 
born at Port-Royal in 1672. He married there towards 1695 to Madeleine 
Melanson, born in 1677, the daughter of Charles and Marie Dugas, and

In the October 15, 1714 Census of Port-Royal, taken by the missionary 
priest, Pere Félix Pain, there is mentioned a Veuve Belliveaux, evident- 
ly Madeleine Melanson, with her three sons and one daughter. In fact, 
her name is placed among other Melanson relatives, including her parents, 
but her husband, Jean dit Le Jeune, had died. Bona Arsenault relates 
that her husband had been the victim of a fatal incident, dying from 
wounds he received during the British invasion of Port-Royal on the 

13th of September 1707. He died at the close of that day, no doubt a 
hero of the people against the foreign invaders]5, 


Years of Tribulation and Pranise 


During the next two or three decades, the Acadians of the Port- 
Royal area were forced at several intervals to take oaths of allegiance 
to Great Britain. Those who took this oath were entitled to freedom of 
religious practice, and did not have to bear arms. Thus, Acadia and 
its people were looked-upon as neutrals and neutral territory. During 
these decades, both France and Québec tried unsuccessfully to recapture 
Port-Royal, now in British hands, and known as Annapolis-Royal. This 
Placed the Acadians in a difficult predicament with the English.

Frank Kittchner, P. O. Box 1002, Carrollton, GA 30117, sent the following: theory. 
He descends from Antoine Hebert and his first wife, Jeanne Corporon. The Jean he 
refers to is Antoine's son by Jeanne. 


It appears that Jean Hebert's half-sister, Angelique, was with her brother, Jean when 
he made his way to Cape Sable, or was already at Cape Sable with her other half-bro- 
ther, Charles, when all were taken prisoners and shipped to Cherbourg, France. While 
at said port, she married on August 12, 1760, to Joseph Devaux, who was born in the 
parish of Ste. Anne of Beaubassin about 1730, son of Jacques and of Marie Anne 
Poitier. He married first at the parish of St. Peter of the North, Isle St. John on 
November 5, 1754 to Marie Joseph de La Croix, who was born at said parish about 
1733, the daughter of Jean dit Caniche and of Cecile Audy. 


They had one daughter who was recorded at said parish, Marie Jeanne, born September 2 
1755 (ref. Hebert, Acadian Exiles, p. 110-111; Arsenault, 2nd ed., p. 951). It is not 
clear whether Joseph Devaux and Marie Josephe settled at Isle St. Jean or just escaped 
to there from Beaubassin. However, this family was finally taken prisoner on Isle St. i 
Jean and deported to Portsmouth in Southampton, England or Southeastern Virginia, 
where Marie Josephe died. Perhaps her daughter also, for there is no mention of her 

in France. Joseph Devaux arrived in Cherbourg around 1758-9 as a widower. He mar- i 
tied for a second time at Cherbourg to Angelique Hebert, who was22 years old by then, | 
the daughter of Antoine and his second wife, Anne Marie Orillon. They had two sons thal 
are recorded: Louis Joseph, born about 1766 and Jacques, born ab out 1770 (Rieder, | 
Acadians in France, Vol. 1). Nothing more is known about this family as of this writ- 
ing. 


It seems that the Devaux family and the Lamoureux family knew each other from the 
Isle of St. Jean, for they both came from the same parish and arrived at Cherbourg 
about the same time. Jacques Devaux was the godfather for the son, Jean Baptiste, 
born May 3, 1741 of Jean Baptiste and of Marie Claire Potier. Joseph Devaux's mother, 
Marie Anne Poitier, and Louis Lamoureux's:mother were sisters. Also, the Pothier's 
married into the Orillon family. It was Louis Lamoureux dit Rochefort who married 
Marie Hebert, niece of Angelique and sister of Etienne, and Joseph Devaux was the 
guardian who gave consent for Etienne to marry Marie Jospehe Lavergne, as Etienne 
was under age 21 (24 was the age of maturity) at LeHavre, France. 


I don't know whether this is of any interest to your readers, but it did solve one of 
our mysteries. We could never figure out just who Joseph Devaux, uncle of Etienne 
was, who appears on Etienne's marriage contract. Also it tells us that Angele Hebert 


(mentioned previously by Purvis Hebert) was Angelique and she made it to France. 


Etienne must have died in 1805. There is a succession of one Etienne Hebert in 
Thibodaux, but it is so bad that one can't make out any of it. The sellilng of his 
land in 1808 must be the Etienne who died in 1805. It also tells me that Benoit 
Comeaux was dead before 1809. I wonder what happened to their wives?

AGE member Bonnie Willacker sent the following information to share with other members: 


No church record of marriage or parents found for Poupone BATION who married Frangois 
PREVOST Dec. 15, 1817, Franklin, LA Court House, record #119, 128. 


Francois and Madeleine PREVOST were first cousins. Their fathers, Francois dit Collet and Joseph dit 
Bation, were brothers.. The families lived near each other in the Saint Mary Parish area. Magdeleine 
was known by several names and used them in the official records of the parish. She was baptized 
Madelena PREVOST. She gave her name as Pouponne BATION, using her father's "dit" at her civil 
marriage at the Franklin Court House; Magdeleine PREVOST on the children's baptism records and 
Magdeleine BATION, again the "dit," on the wedding record of Aleée PREVOST. 


Edmond Bums, volunteer genealogist at Chéticamp, NS, wrote to tell me that publication on the Saint- 
Pierre Society newsletters has been suspended for lack of personnel, but he is willing to do research 
with other volunteers in the area for anyone needing information. He added that they have researched 
a number of families which were not covered in previous issues of their newsletter. 


Florien Bernard, editor of the monthly magazine, Héritage Acadien, sent Norma Doucette the follow- 
ing answer to her query: 


Philoméne BOURQUE, d/o Pierre BOURQUE Isabelle LEBLANC, married in the absence of a priest 
on Oct. 16, 1860, at St. Anselme, NB, to Philippe BOUDREAU s/o Joseph BOUDREAU/Marguerite 
LEGERE. The marriage was rehabilitated on Dec. 24, 1860 at Scoudouc, NB. ‘\“"= 


Mr. Bernard took the lineage back to the progenitor, Antoine BOURG, including a lengthy geneal- 
ogy on Antoine in French. 


AGE member David MacLeod sent me a copy of a reply to a query he had solved for a correspon- 
dent, as follows: 


"IT wrote to you two years ago in the search for my father, Joseph Cleophas Jean DOUCET and his 
family....1 am writing now to let you know the good news that I have at last traced him, and to give 
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this fragment of receat DOUCET family history in case this is useful in any genealogical research 
you are engaged in. 


Joseph Cleophas Jean DOUCET was bom in Montréal on 28 August 1917, son of Louis DOUCET 


and Ellen O'CONNELL. He served in the RCAF 1940-45, including No 425 (Alouette) Squadron 
based in Yorkshire. 


After years of searching (and being refused all information by the Canadian authorities, except his 
dates and places of enlistment and demobilization), I eventually traced him by using a private 


investigator in Montréal. He is still alive, and I am very pleased t o say that we have now had a good 
first meeting. 


My grandchildren are amazed to have a great-grandfather alive, and I showed him pictures of them 
and my daughter, who has also retained the name. 


I have not yet been able to get more family history - where his father came from, etc., but intend to 
follow this up later. If you recognize the names of my grandparents, above please let me know! 


The marginalised social status of Acadians was confirmed by Dad's stories of how hard he and other 
francophones found it to get work when he was a young man, and the sharp social divisions - 


francophones living in the east of Montréal, anglophones in west Montréal and, he said, the two 
groups mixing very little. 


But in Québec province I found very little awareness of Acadian history (in museums and libraries, 
etc.) even though south of Montréal there is a village called Acadie founded in 1782 by Acadian 
exiles, and many other Acadian place-names. It is as if the Acadian experience has been absorbed 
into the francophone experience, which contradicts the stubborn neutrality which the original 
Acadians maintained between French and English imperial forces. /s/ Ian Doucet, London, England. 


AGE member Dr. Christiane B. Hale answered Diane Stevens' query: Anne Marie BOUDROT“and 
René THIBODEAU were among my 6th ggpr. In addition to the two children of Anne and René 
shown on the second extract I am enclosing, Arsenault (vol. 4, p. 1436) also lists Charles, born about 
1730, Alain Castin, about 1732, Marguerite Josephe, about 1743, Etienne dit Brun, about 1751, 
Joseph dit Castin, about 1752. I am descended from Rosalie, who married Joseph MAZEROLLE 
from Grand-Pré, who was deported to Boston. /s/ Christiane Hale. 


From AGE member Robert Dahlquist to Karen Reader: I am the grandson of Charles BUGEAUD of 
Bonaventure, Québec, who died in Stillwater, MN 1941. In reference to Marie Madeleine GRANGER, 
born twin May 2, 1731, baptized at Grand Pré the same day, d/o Joseph GRANGER’ Anne RICHARD, 
sponsors were Pierre LANDRY and Cecile RICHARD, widow of Pierre FOREST (GSA-2, 108). 


She had married Alain BUGEAUD, s/o Alain BUGEAUD and Madeleine BOUDROT, bom 1728. 
Alain and family arrived on Ile St-Jean in 1751 and joined his father and mother with their families 
"suite de la Céte de la Rivigre du Nord Est. At the census of LaRoque in 1752, they had one child 9 


months old. I find no reference to their being at the Riviére du Moulin a Scie. an area of poor 
farming and few fishermen. 


There was at this time Amandt Louis BUGEAUD, navigator bom in 1731, Louis Amand BUGEAUD, 
uncle at Riviére du Nord Est Joseph and Marie Josephe LANDRY, with children, and the first two had 
Acadian schooners at Tracadie, along with several others. Why did they not escape with the call to 
depart with Jean Frangois BOURDON sieur Dombourg, Lieutenant of the troops and marine, and 
commandant of the King in Acadie. Indians were all dispatched to every area, and the loading was 


not a hurried pace as written by many authors. It took several months before the English arnved on 
this side of the island.

He replied to an inquiry from M. Barton Landry of New Orleans as 
follows: 


I can help you with your ancestor Basile Landry's 
history, but first I must disabuse you of several 
misimpressions. The chief of these is your idea that the 
same Marguerite Boudrot was married to Vincent Landry ané 
to Antoine Dupuis. It is true that your Basile's mother 
was married twice, but Vincent Landry was her second 
husband, rather than her first. Marguerite was first 
Married to Germain Thériot. That explains how your ancestor 
Basile Landry was Paul Melanson's brother-in-law, as is , 
indicated in the censuses of 1769 and 1770. Paul's wife, 
Marie Théciot, was Basile‘s naif-sister, they both navins 
Been children of Marguerite Boudrot.

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So what did happen to your Marguerite Boudrot and her 
family? Let us step back and begin the story with her first 
marriage. This took place at Grand-Pré, Nov. 16, 1734. 

The original record in the church register shows that Germain 
Thériot, son of Germain Thériot and Anne Richard, married 
Marguerite Boudrot, daughter of Claude Boudrot and Catherine 
Hébert. In due course two children were born: Marie on 

Jan. 26, 1736, and Etienne on Apr. 14, 1737. Then, three 
months after the birth of the younger child, Germain Thériot 
died, July 29, 1737, aged only twenty-four. 


The young widow Marguerite appears to have taken her time 
in finding a new husband, for it seems that at least three years 
passed before she remarried. Unfortunately, we cannot locate 
the record of her second wedding, so we cannot tell exactly 
when it took place, although the late spring or early summer 
of 1740 seems the most likely time. 


As you already know, there followed an orderly procession 
of little Landrys: Marguerite-Joséphe arrived Mar. 3l, 1741, 
then came Pierre on June 29, 1742 (but he died three weeks 
later, on July 2lst), Joseph on Feb. 9, 1744, Elisabeth on 
Dec. 15, 1745, and Marie-Madeleine on Feb. 29, 1748. The 
extant parish records of Grand-Pré stop shortly after Marie- 
Madeleine's birth, but’census records in Louisiana provide 
ample evidence that your ancestor Basile came next, about 
1750, and there were at least two more children after him, 
as will presently appear. 


Marguerite Boudrot's children were growing up in what 
has often been depicted as a very pleasant community at Grand- 
Pré. The eldest of them, Marie Thériot, was courted by a 
young widower, Paul Melanson, and apparently married him just 
a short time before the idyllic existence of our forebears 
in Old Acadia was brought to an abrupt and cruel end in the 
Expulsion. As you already know, Marie Thériot and her new 
husband, along with Philippe, whom I believe must have been 
Paul's son by an earlier marriage, were shipped to Maryland. 
Marie's mother and step-father, meanwhile, and all her half- 
brothers and half-sisters were sent to Pennsylvania. 


Conditions in Philadelphia were very bad for the 
Acadians exiled there in 1755. A list drawn up in 1756 shows 
that of the group numbering approximately 500 who arrived 
there in the fall of 1755 about eighty, that is, nearly one 
in six, had perished during the first winter away from their 
old homeland. This list shows that your ancestors were there: 
Vincent Landry, his wife, and seven children, all under sixteen 
years of age (see enclosed photocopy). It is this listing 
that leads me to believe that there were two more children born 
after your ancestor Basile. As the 1756 listing shows no 
children over sixteen, Etienne Thériot, who would have been 
nineteen by then, could not have been with them at that time. 
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Besides Marguerite-Joséphe, the rest of the seven children 
present in 1756 would most likely have been Joseph, Elisabeth, 
Marie-Madeleine, Basile, and two others whose names I have been 
unable to discover. These two others were in all probability 
the two youngest children of the family. 


We know very little of what happened over the next 
several years. Many Acadians appear in the registers of St. 
Joseph's Church in Philadelphia beginning in 1758, but I can 
find no mention of Vincent Landry, Marguerite Boudrot, or 
any of their children in them. There are no burials included 
in these registers, however. If there were, it is likely that 
among them we would learn what at last happened to Vincent and 
Marguerite.

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Your information concerning Basile Landry's subsequent 
life in Louisiana appears to be accurate, except insofar as 
you suggest that his marriage to Marie-Anastasie Richard was 
any other than his first. I note also that he and Marie- 
Anastasie had five children, rather than just three, as you 
mention.
